19. The cost of farm hous- 
ing and urban housing are the 
same. However, the use of 
multiple-family dwellings in 
cities may reduce the cost of 
the individual units, whereas, 
the country dweller does not 
have to pay as much for his 
land as the city dweller. The 
rural neighborhood has advan- 
tage over the urban in that it 
has plenty of fresh air and sun- 
shine, essentials of good healt. 

20. So far as statistics are 
concerned, relationship between 
bad or good housing and de- 
sirable or undesirable social 
traits has not been determined, 
however, sufficient evidence 
has been gathered to show that 
undesirable traits are associa- 
ted with bad housing and are 
probably partly caused by 
them. It has been found that 
areas of bad housing produce 


relatively more criminals and |, 


juvenile dilinquents than do 
areas of good hqusing. Lack of 
playground facilities is a con- 
dition which also seems to be 
associated with juvenile dilin- 
quency. The sense of social in- 
feriority engendered by resi- 
dence in poor housing may be 
a cause of unsocial acts com- 
mitted as a compensation for 
this inferiority complex. Lack 
of privacy in homes contributes 
to sexual immorality. 
Unattractive homes lead 
members of the family to spend 
much of their time in the 
streets or some unwholesome 
place. Lack of recreation faci- 
lities, leads to the development
